Bora* of our county ofTloun* nro paid too 
mMsUaadsomoot otir superior oDlcorsaro 
paid too little. It looks strange to see somo 
of oar clerks, sherllTs. auditors, itnd prose - 
outlnic KttorncyK. recofvinij from five to 
twenty thousand dollars u yoor. and the 
judges of ourclrcuit cotirtu, two thousand 
fivo hundred, and tlic judtton of tho Hnpremo 
Court only four thousand per annum. If all 
rfes now paid to the several 8tato on- 
could bo added lo the legal fees col- 
lected by the State and county ofncors.lho 
amount would make u fund that would lib- 
orally pay every offlcor In tho HUlo. and In 
my opinion, loavo at lomtt SloO.Ow to l>o paid 
into Hit Treasury of the Stale. With salaries 
attached to all our oulceit. and th« fees paid 
Into the Unofliiry. there would bo no Induce- 
ment to collect "constructive foos.' or more 
plainly speaking, there would be no induce- 
ment to carry Out tho wholesale extortion 
now practiced in Borne counties in the Slatfl. 
I narnoittlylrocommond tlmt all foo hills of 
offlcers. and nil accounts a«alnst decedent's 
Ofltatos shall be required to bo Itemized and 
•worn to before they arc allowed by the 
court*. 


This reform is needed now. To allow the 
present Ofnco-holdcrs to exact tho exorbit- 
ant fees until tholr (luccosflors ore elected 
Is but to continue thlfl unjust burden upon 
ihe people. Tho law la plain. All offlcora 
take their offices with their burdnns. subject 
to be changed by tho LoRislaturo, except 
thoso whotio nolurios cannot bo changed 
durlna their terms, as provided In our Con- 
stitution. Any other view of tho fee and 
•alary law is a deception and a sham. It 
will nerer bo changed if wo depend upon a, 
sliding scale to moot the future, two and 
tour yean hence. 


Townanip ITUSTEKS. 


The almost unlimited power of Township 
Trustees, under HectlonfiOOC, B. 8. 1881, in 
making contract* should be curt&llod. 


Thla section gives thti TrugUses the right 
to make contracts to the amount of all cash 
on hand, and to anticipate all taxes assossed 
against hla township, for the year in which 
tho debt Is contracted.

Our common schools aro now open to All 
classes, and only need that the lost-books 
used should be made free to all pupils, as 
rocoramondod In my message to the las I 
General Assembly.

It Is a mockery to say Unit our schools _._ 
free, an long as our pupils are compelled to 
pay for any pnrt of a common school edu- 
cation. 


APPORTIONMENT1. 


In compliance with tho acts of Congress 
Indiana will bo entitled to elect thirteen 
members to Did House of Representative!) 
of the United Btntca, and dint.ricts wfll have 
lo bo established, in which euch repre- 
sentatives are to be cloctcd. Tho Slate 
should nlflo be districted, and tho counties 
dantenated. In which elections will be 
holden, to elect State Senators and repre- 
sentatives. 


Our Government was established upon 
the fundamental principle that n majority 
Should rule, and I trust (such nn apportion- 
ment may bo made, tlmt this grout con- 
stitutional right may bo fully mid fairly 
sustained.

Cunt, Pat- 
en, the Warden of tha Prison South, since 
hat time, has fully complied with the law 
n regard to tho earnings ot that prison, 
iaid the same to thn Treasurer of Btate. and 
tas drawn all payments by warrants of tho 
Ladltor from the funds appropriated bylaw 
tor toat toitltnUon. There I* no financial 
Mletr la transacting tho business ol tho 
irisons In any other manner. About one 
housand .two hnndrod dollars per annum 
been saved by tho present Warden 
rom the slops of tho Prison South. 
The salaries oftho Wardens nro not com- 
meaeuraU with their duties, reeponnibili- 
lea and labors, and they should recoive at 
last S2.000 per annum. 


Ky views have not chanced in regard to 
ho Judiciary since my niessnyo In 1889. I 
hen sold: 
"Our Constitution provides that •justlco 
shall be administered freely and without 
purchase; completely nnd without donial; 
•poedilyandwithout delay.* Under oxist- 
ng laws, this hlph-s=oMndtn« provision is an 
imply boast Many can en oro now ponding 
n the Supreme Court which wore filed moro 
ban five years ago. nnd It is to bo feared 
bat some havo been appealed to that court 
or the sole purpose ot delay. This delay 
arises from no fault of the Judges ot th» 
Court, bnt from their inability to fullr In- 
vistigate tha numerous coses which aro 
brought before them. I do not bcllovo that 
h« Multiplication of Judges In the Supreme 
3ourt would tend to the furtherance of 
»tlee. No can* should be pawned upon 
libout tb« lull conoldoratlvn of overyjudao 
upon the bench.

As the Governor has nollhor tho mcani 
-orthoauthority to Interfere In tho arrest 01 
trial of that class of criminals known tv, 
"White Caps.-iuntll the law Is openly and 
forcibly defied, I recommend that the Boort 
of County Commissioners be authorized to 
pay from the dog tux fund. In tholr re- 
spective counties, such stimK of money ns 
may bo nocoanary to apprehend and bring 
to justice all nueh criminals aa may bo 
found within tholr respective counties, 
Tho Governor then called attention to thi 
finances of tho Stnto, and said: 
Since 1877. a sufllciont revenue has no. 
been raised to pay iho oxponeoa of llio 
State, and every year has added to our In- 
debtedness, until to-day tho State debt has 
reached the enormous sum of $8.510.015,12 
with a sllll Increasing Inuobtouncfls. unless 
fiomo relief can bo obtained by legislation 
With the samo system tlmt has heretofore 
prevailed, wo -will still have to borrow 
money to sustain our institutions and ex- 
penses of the State, with nn annual dofleloi 
of about $500.000.00. Surely tho day of bor 
rowing for such purposes should ceaso Wi 
have no right to mortgage, our future rev 
enuo. to bo paid by thoso who may como fit 
tor us. There are various modos of raining 
revenue In the States, hut the most simple 
mono him boon generally adopted In tills 
fitato. that of of capitation, or poll tax tax 
on value on lands, and personalty, whilst in 
othor States, diffonmt systems havo pre- 
vailed. In New York, Now Jersey, Connect- 
icut, Ponnflylvnnfft and Wisconsin, and 
other Stales, scarcely any part of Iho tax 
for State purposes, is collected on lands 
Tho farmer IB loft almost untouched, am 
tho principal Slate revenueIscollooled from 
corporations and railroads.
